A slight dip in total welfare de- 
partment payments occurred last 
month in Gill.

The 
grants in this category fell from 
$536 to $422. 

Local welfare expenditures in 
Warwick returned to normal for 
the month of October, totalling 
$1,561 for the 21 cases on record.

Warwick has had 19 cases 
of old age assistance the past two 
months and two cases of aid to 
dependent children on the books. 
The OAA total rose last month

Welfare payments in Bernard- 
ston for the 30 cases on the books 
dropped from $2,443 to $2,288 for 
October. 24 cases of Old Age as- 
sistance dropped from $1,908 eto

to $407; two cases of disability 
assistance dropped from $76 to

It may be the tempo in food 
thought for your holiday enter- 
taining has changed because you 
want variety, yet as much splen- 
dor and festivity as present with 
the traditional meal. 

Roast beef tenderloin with wine 
or mushroom sauce, baked acorn 
squash rings served with buttered 
green peas or Brussels sprouts, 
pickled peaches and pickled wa- 
termelon rind, tossed green salad 
with bleu cheese dressing, hot 
herb-buttered French bread, fol- 
lowed by prune-apricot souffle 
with foamy sauce—is a very so- 
phisticated meal with splendor 
and festivity a-plenty. 

Cranberry-glazed ham _§ slices, 
baked stuffed sweet potatoes sea- 
soned with pinedpple and mace, 
fresh green beans en casserole, 
topped with French fried onion 
rings, Roquefort salad bow] served 
with crisp whole wheat crackers 
and a spicy hot-fruit-compote am- 
brosia plus slices of butter-rich 
pound cake can be the most ele- 
gant, festive meal ever served on 


Thanksgiving. Dress it up with a|! 


good cream of oyster and mush- 
room soup; serve relishes and 
pickles and end it all with mints 
and nuts. 

Baked-stuffed pork chops with 
spiced crab apples, orange fluffy- 
rice, broccoli with Hollandaise, 
crisp relishes, hot rolls, apple- 
sauce sponge roll with whipped- 
cream filling and coffee, is surely 
a Thanksgiving feast. 

Perhaps variety for the tradi- 
tional is the answer you're seek- 
ing for a completely new meal 
pattern this Thanksgiving. Try 
serving melon balls and white 
grapes, over which you pour melt- 
ed mint jelly or pour well sea- 
soned tomato juice, frozen to a 
mush, stirred and refrozen only 
until soft enough to spoon easily, 
into sherbet glasses. Either of 
these is a very interesting first 
course. When vegetables present 
problems in variety, try seasoning 
mashed squash with a speck of 
ginger or a bit of mace—of course 
you'll add salt, a sprinkling of 
sugar and plenty of butter and 
serve piping hot. 

Green string beans become so 
elegant (when combined with a 
sauce made from % mushroom 
soup and % celery soup, baked in 
a buttered casserole, topped with 
French fried onion rings) they 
take second position only to the 
glamorous meat platter. 

Small white onions, cooked ever 
so gently are delicious when 
served with a thin, creamy, cheese 
sauce to which you’ve added a 
shake of nutmeg. 

One can never forget the im- 
portance of the cranberry when 
preparing a “festive board.” Serve 
it as a cocktail, as a relish com- 
bined with apple, celery, pineap- 
ple or orange. If none of these 
suggestions suits your menu paté 
tern, serve cranberries as a sal- 
ad—plain or in combination with 
other foods. Cranberries make de- 
licious one or two-crust pies and 
cranberry saurce over vanilla ice 
cream is a very special treat. 

To top off your meal try pump- 
kin chiffon pie in a ginger-snap 
crust, sprinkled with chopped pe- 
cans—or a warm date-nut torte 
topped with a puff of real whipped 
cream and a half walnut-meat. A 
cheese and fruit tray is always 
tempting or, in a lighter vein, 
cranberry sherbet or a_ broiled 
half grapefruit, may be just the 
right food to make you very 
thankful for a delicious Thanks- 
giving dinner.

date 51 girls and five teachers, 
this greatly needed addition en- 
ables the school to discontinue 
some outmoded dormitory space 
and to regain some of the enroll- 
ment lost in 1947 when students 
were withdrawn from the North- 
field Hotel because of its dis- 
tance from the campus. 

The new building is named in 
memory of the late Miss Mira B. 
Wilson, Northfield’s distinguished 
principal from 1929 to 1952. 

Located on a_ knoll between 
Palmer Hall and Round. Top, Wil- 
son Hall, as it will probably be 
known, is a three-story building 
with kitchen and living room 
wings. The total ground area is 
approximately 7,800 square feet. 
plus 1,200 square feet of covered 
porches. 

Foundations and basement 
walls are of reinforced concrete. 
The building itself is constructed 
of eight-inch cement blocks faced 
with four inches of brick laid in 
Flemish bond with patterns 
around the window areas. 

Construction is of the so-called 
fireproof class, and will not re- 
quire sprinklers except in the 
basement storage areas. The out- 
er walls of dining and living 
rooms are built with large full 
height glass areas. Double student 
rooms have two windows and sin- 
gle rooms have one window. Roof 
areas are flat. 

In general, rooms are finished 
with painted blocks, but living 
and dining room walls are deco- 
rated with various combinations 
of plaster and panelling. 

The basement contains storage 
and service rooms. "The main floor 
houses a reception room, office, 
recreation room, washrooms, and 
a suite for the head of the hall, 
and on a level three steps lower, 
the living room, dining room and 
kitchen.
